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i  tthough  I  grew  up  iu  a  family  of 
Z\  rough  and  rowdy  boys,  it  was 
XXalso  a  family  that  required  us  to 
learn  appropriate  words  associated 
with  Southern  niceties.

They  were  words  likj  yes  sir 
and  no  sir,  yes  ma’pm,  and  no  ma'am, 
please,  thank  you,  and  an  occasional, 
Vm  sorry.  I  thought  that  was  the  way 
all  families  acted  and  the  way  they 
taught  their  children.  I  was  late  into 
my  elementary  school  years  when  1 
heard  the  firstchild  saying  yeah  and 
naw  to  a  teacher  or  their  parents.  It 
made  a  profound  impact  on  me  the 
day  that  one  of  my  new  friends  who 
had  moved  into  our  Mississippi  world 
from  another  state  told  me  that  my 
parents  had  taught  me  wrong  when 
at  the  table  we  would  ask,  "Pass  the 
potatoes,  please.'  He  said  that  his 
rather  told  him  never  to  do  that;  that 
he  was  not  going  to  raise  bis  kids  sit¬ 
ting  at  the  table,  begging  somebody 
for  their  food.  I  was  shocked,  for  then 
and  even  now,  I  did  not  get  it. 

1  never  felt  like  I  was  Begging 
whether  I  was  at  my  family’s  table 
or  at  summer  camp.  Please  t or  me 
seemed  to  replace  the  sharp  edge  of 
a  command  with  the  gentle  edge  of  a 
request.  1  have  since  learned  that  it’s 
probably  more  of  a  Southern  thing 
than  it  is  a  national  or  worldwide

Hinds  County  District  At¬ 
torney  Robert  Shuler  Smith 
announced  June  6  thrt  "he 
will  open  an  investigation 
into  why  three  people  became 
locked  inside  the  Hinds  Coun¬ 
ty  Courthouse  in  Jackson  in 
the  early  morning  hours  after 
the  June  3  election. 

The  three  individuals,  Cen¬ 
tral  Mississippi  Tea  Party 
President  Jams  Lane;  Scott 
Brewster,  a  paid  staffer  for 
Chris  McDaniel’s  campaign  for 
the  U.S.  Senate  against  incum¬ 
bent  Thad  Cochran;  and  Rob 
Chambers,  a  consultant  for 
the  Christian  Action  Commis¬ 
sion  were  cleared  June  4  of  any 
wrongdoing  in  an  investigation 
by  the  Hinds  County  Sheriffs 
er.  Smith

to  conduct  his  own  investiga¬ 
tion  after  prodding  from  Hinds 
County  Supervisor  Robert  Gra¬ 
ham.  There  was  no  indication 
when  the  investigation  would 
be  completed. 

The  three  have  reportedly 
said  that  they  entered  the 
courthouse  through  an  unse¬ 
cured  side  door  at  about  1:30 
a  m.  to  observe  vtrte  count¬ 
ing,  and  found  themselves 
locked  inside  after  realizing 
the  building  was  closed  and  no 
vote  count  was  occurring.
